Contracts Awarded to Lay Curbs and Side¬ 
walks on Division Street and 
Lower Miller Avenue. 


The city board of trustees met in 
regular session in the city hall last 
Monday night. 

Upon motion of Trustee McGovern, 
seconded by Trustee Cunningham, W. 
YV. Braun was granted a Class B 
liquor license. 

In a communication, Contractor P. 
I). Dwyer asked the board to inspect 
the sidewalk work on Pine avenue, as 
it is completed. 

This morning at 8 o’clock was set as 
the time to inspect the work. 

A communication was received from 
Trustee Healy disputing a story that 
appeared in the San Francisco Chroni¬ 
cle that the board had ordered an in¬ 
vestigation of his actions as a trustee, 
and asking the board to adopt a resolu¬ 
tion to that effect. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee Cunningham, the 
communication was accepted and or¬ 
dered liled. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cunning¬ 
ham, seconded by Trustee McGovern, 
the following resolution was adopted: 

“Whereas, a statement appeared in 
the San Francisco Chronicle on the 
13lh day of September, 1911, wherein 
it was asserted that the Board of Trus¬ 
tees of the City of South San Francis¬ 
co had ordered an investigation of the 
ollicial c >nductof Trustee M F. T Tealy; 
and 

“Whereas, said Board of Trustees 
has taken no such action; 

“Resolved, that said statement be 
denied as false.’’ 

A communication from the League 
of California Municipalities asking the 
board to send a representative to a con¬ 
vention to be held by that organization 
in Santa Barbara from October 23d to 
2Sth, was, upon motion of Trustee 
McGovern, seconded by Trustee Cun¬ 
ningham, acc pU d and ordered placed 
on tile. 

A resolution Introduced by Trustee 
C inningham. overruling objections to 
the curl) and sidewalk work on Aspen 
avenue, »vas, upon motion of Trustee 
McGovern, seconded by Trustee Healy, 
adopted. 

At the suggestion of Superintendent 
of Streets Geo. A. Kneese, City Attor¬ 
ney Coleberd was instructed to pre¬ 
pare a contract to have the corners at 
Eucalyptus and Miller avenues laid 
with curbs and sidewalks by Contrac¬ 
tor Rilovich at a cost not to exceed $20 
for each corner. 

Bids for laying curbs and sidewalks 
on the west side of Division street, be¬ 


tween Grand and Lux avenues, and 
on both sides of Miller avenue, between 
Division street and San Bruno road, 
were presented and opened. 

The prices are as follows: 

Division street—Chas. J. Lindgren— 
Curbs, 40 cents per lineal foot; side¬ 
walks, 15 eents per square foot. 

Miller avenue—Chas. J. Lindgren— 
Curbs, 40 cents per lineal foot; side¬ 
walks, 23 cents per square foot. M. 
Kenny—Curbs, 40 cents per lineal foot; 
sidewalks, 19}4 cents per square foot. 

Resolutions were adopted awarding 
the Division street work to Chas J. 
Lindgren and the Miller avenue work 
to M. Kenny. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee McGovern, Clerk 
Smith was instructed to notify Bound- 
master Bissett to take up goats that 
were destroying local gardens. 

A tax rate of 85 cents on each $100 
worth of property for the fiscal year 
commencing July 1, 1911, and ending 
June 80, 1912, was, upon motion of 
Trustee Cunningham, seconded by 
Trustee Healy, adopted. 

JOY RIDERS 
CREATEEXCITEMENT 

Considerable excitement was created 
at Redwood City at the noon hour last 
Monday when six joy riders were 
brought to HherifT Mansfield’s oflice. 

They had been arrested near Moun¬ 
tain View by deputy sheriffs of Santa 
Clara county on telephone informa¬ 
tion alleging the men had stolen $7 
and a check for $300 at Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin on the Mission road and $75 and 
a $30 check at the Portola Cafe, San 
Mateo, owned by Bart Sheehan, Jr. 

When searched at the sheriff’s office, 
$57 in money was found on the accused. 
A check for $30, which was identified 
by Bartender Nolan as having been in 
the cash register in Sheehan’s saloon, 
was picked up in the automobile used 
by the alleged robbers.

That merchants in Italy are already 
contemplating excursions from Genoa 
direct to San Francisco and the ex¬ 
position, via the Panama canal, in 1915 
was the word brought back to this city 
by Andrqa Sbarboro, president of the 
Italian-American Bank and secretary 
and founder of the Swiss-Italian Col- 
Jnly of California, upon his return from 
abroad. 

The Oceanic Steamship Company is 
going to reconstruct its two big trans¬ 
pacific liners, the Ventura and the So¬ 
noma, and have them ready for the 
Australian service within the next 
seven months. The vessels are sister 
ships to the Sierra, now in use on the 
Honolulu run, and have been idle in 
San Arancisco bay since the winter of 
1906. 

The State Highway Commission has 
definitely decided that it will not move 
its headquarters from Sacramento to 
San Francisco. 

That the proposed merger of all the 
lumber interests of the Pacific Coast 
will result in the formation of one of 
the largest corpovations of this country 
before very long was the opinion ex¬ 
pressed by Walter Hyman of the Pa 
cific Box Factory, the originator of 
the idea. 

Seven thousand local Danisti-Ameri- 
cans and members of Danish societies 
throughout the Pacific States are act¬ 
ively interested in the work of the lo¬ 
cal Danish building and exposition com¬ 
mittee in raising money for the con¬ 
struction of a Danish building for the 
Panama-Pacific International exposi¬ 
tion. The committee was organized in 
| December, 19U9, and the Danish peo¬ 
ple claim the honor of being the first 
i foreign-born citizens to take steps in 
. the interest of the 1915 celebration 
At the packing sheds of the Sacra¬ 
mento Valley Improvement Conmny, 
in the lower part of Sacramento coun¬ 
ty. large quantities of Tokay grapes 
are being packed in redwood sawdust 
in forty and 100 pound drums for stor¬ 
age until Christmas, when they will be 
shipped to Eastern markets and sold 
fresh. 

Because the market is so poor, Cali 
fornia grapes will be shipped only in 
very limited quantity during the next 
week or ten days. This is the agree¬ 
ment reached by all the fruit shipping 
companies having headquarters at Sac- 
j ramento. 

According to the temporary plans 
drawn for the company, which is pre¬ 
sided over by F. M. Smith of the 
! United Properties Company, the new 
line will parallel the Southern Pacific 
line through the valley until within a 
few miles of Benicia. It will then 
shape its course to Army point, from 
where a bridge will be built crossing 
the Straits of Carquinez to Bullshead, 
a few miles east of Martinez. The 
erection of this bridge will do away 
with the necessity of having a ferry¬ 
boat on the service. 


It is reported on excellent authority 
that the matter of dissolving and re¬ 
organizing the United States Steel 
Corporation is receiving the earnest 
attention of the Department of Jus¬ 
tice and the legal representatives of 
the so-called "bi lion-dollar trust.” 

There is ground also for the asser¬ 
tion that the Steel Corporation is 
making strenuous efforts to meet the 
demands of the government, but by 
reason of the complexity of the situa¬ 
tion little headway has been made. 

To those who have followed the 
operations of the United States Steel 
Corporation since its inception, a 
decade ago, the work of disintegrating 
and reorganizing the largest industrial 
combination ever organized represents 
a task of titanic proportions. Many 
of the subsidiaries which helped to 
make up the corporation have lost 
practically all semblance of their orig¬ 
inal selves, and in the opinion of dis¬ 
passionate observers it would be well- 
nigh impossible to restore original 
equities. 

Quite apart from the legal obstacles 
which are said to beset the path of 
the United States Steel Corporation, 
it is evident that trade conditions are 
distinctly adverse. For the last three 
months such new business ap the com¬ 
pany has received has been at marked 
price concessions. This, of course, is 
true of the many independent, com¬ 
panies, but the latter have had a dis¬ 
tinct advantage in the fact that their 
wage schedules were generally lower 
than those of the big corporation. 

The common and preferred shares 
of the United States Steel Corporation 
were subjected to a severe attack in 
the New York si ick market by reason 
of the various rumors affecting the 
corporation. On sales approximating 
575,000 shares, the common stock reg¬ 
istered a net loss of over five points, 
while the preferred shares declined 
almost as much.

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Town Clock 
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Times 
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One needs only to go back a century 
to step into a social condition entirely 
different from that in which we live 
today, and two centuries ago the dif¬ 
ference was far greater. 

Nevertheless in that age a faint 
streak of dawn appeared on the hori¬ 
zon of civilization. Certain implements 
that were destined to revolutionize the 
world were invented. Of these the 
printing press and the timepiece were 
perhaps the most notable. The clock 
at once excited the ingenuity of me¬ 
chanics, and they’ added to it many 
peculiar features. One clock on strik¬ 
ing the hour exhibited figures of the 
twelve apostles, who came out of a 
door, walked around a circle and went 
back into hiding. Another showed the 
Magi adoring the infant Jesus. The 
town clock henceforth regulated the 
affairs of men. It established the 
hours for labor and for worship. 

In the town of Zweirhofen, in Ger¬ 
many, Carl Zweigler had made the 
clock high up in the tower that stood 
in the market place. And. having built 
it, he alone knew how to regulate and 
repair it. If it stopi>ed either Zweigler 
must start it and keep it going or it 
remained stopped. With it the good 
people of Zweirhofen also stopped. 
And if it remained stopped they re¬ 
mained stopped also. They did not 
know at what hour to assemble for 
trade or for prayer. They did not 
know when to go to bed or to rise. If 
a prisoner were sentenced for a speci¬ 
fied term no one knew when that term 
began or ended.
